DITCHING MACHINE 


New Device For Digging Has Been 
Purchased by B. & 0. S-W 


The B. & O. S- W ., has ju»t pur­ 
chased a ditching machine that is a 
wonder. 
It 
has been bought 
from 
the Am erica.. Ditching Machine Co. 
and will be u»ed for ditching all cuts 
on the Southw estern system ot the 
B. & O. S-W . 
It works sim ilar to a 
steam shovel except where the one 
works from 
the 
ground 
the 
latter 
works from a car. 
The machine is used in connection 
with a string o f flat Girt cars. 
It can 
he placed on the end of the first or last 
ca r according to the direction in which 
the cut i» to be made. 
The shovel i» 
worked from the mechanism of the 
machine on the ca r and begins loading 
the opposite end of the ca r in which 
it 
i» 
stationed. 
The 
machine 
is 
placed on two sections of track and 


has two set» of wheels. 
When the 
car has been filled with earth up to 
the »pace on which the machine rests, 
the inner set o f wheels ca rry it on 
the inner track over an apron placed 
between the cars on to the next ear. 
Then the outer »et o f rail» i» tran s­ 
ferred to that portion of the ear be­ 
yond where the maehine i» working 
and »1» on until the maehine rcache» 
the head or foot o f the train a» the 
ea»e may he and the train i» loaded. 
All of the flat dirt ears on which 
the machine works are equipped with 
apron» to make the machine’s pas­ 
sage from ear to ca r ea»y and they 
also have side boards to hold the 
Ifh>>o earth that has been placed onto 
the ears intact. 
A fte r a 
train o f these ear» has 
been tilled by a cutting that has been 
made by the ditching machine, they 
are hauled to a place where a fill is 
desired and afte r their s i d e hoards 
are taken off the earth can he scrap ­ 
ed oft’ by an immense plow worked 
m echanically to either or both ,»ide» 
o f the track.

One of the many prominent physi­ 
cians and 
chemists who are

wont to take opportunity to frequently

of disease, Just as did the extreme 
heat of the past season, the straw for 
the engine spark 
to set on fire. 
It 
can b e proved that alcohol taken in 
comparatively small quantities inter­ 
feres with the b lood. 
It alters the 
fluids very slightly indeed, b ut certain 
sub stances 
b ecome less active and 
are unab le to do their work so well 
as usual. 
The fight b etween disease 
and these sub stances b ecomes unfair, 
the germs make use of their opportuni­ 
ties. invade the b ody and set up dis­ 
ease. 
"Take, for Instance, the scourage of 
tub erculosis. 
During the 
last 
ten 
years the death rate from consump­ 
tion has b een declining 
In I>ondon 
the decline wag 19 per cent.; in Baris 
2 per cent. 
It is significant In regard 
to these figures that In this country 
(Great Britain) 
the 
drink b ill 
has 
dufing the same period dropped from 
$22.30 per head of the population to 
$16 55 per head, w hereas In France it 
is very different. 
In this country with 
the decline of the consumption of al 
cohol has come a lower death rate 
from tub erculosis. W e do not say this 
was the sole cause, b ut we do remark 
that the two things have gone on to­ 
gether. 
Better 
housing, 
clothing, 
education, feeding, and conditions of 
life generally have had a great deal to 
do with the fall in the death rate. At 
the b ottom of all, however, we have 
the gradual diminution in the amount 
of money spent on drink. 
This is a 
tremendous gain to the nation. 
“We, as medical men, have to do 
all we can to point out to the people 
that there Is a very direct connection 
b etween tub erculosis and the amount 
of alcohol consumed. 
To get rid of 
tub erculosis, we must, of course, get 
rid of the tub ercle b acillus. 
The b a­ 
cillus can only do 
its 
work 
when 
placed In favorab le conditions, and al­ 
cohol has the faculty of tilling and 
preparing the ground for its growth. 
W ere no alcohol in the soil, the b acil- 
lps would fall on very stony ground. 
By taking alcohol the human b eing 
renders himself more open to attack 
b y diseases of various kinds, and im­ 
pairs his faculties often to a slight de-

FALSE ADVERTISING PUNISHED 


M lsrep re*entatlon of Good* and T h e ir 


V alu e a Set Sous Offense in 


Germany. 


False representation In advertising 
is a serious offense over In Germany, 
and Is punishable by fine for the first 
offense and by fine and imprisonment 
tor succeeding offenses. 
For this rea­ 
son merchants in the Fatherland are 
i careful not to put extravagant values 
on goods that are not worth the prices 
quoted. 
That part of the law covering such 
cases provides that: 
“ W hoever with 
intent to call forth the appearance of 
j an especially advantageous offer shall 
in public announcements or communi­ 
cations intended for a larger circle of 
persons, as touching business 
rela­ 
tions, especially as touching the char­ 
acter, origin, manner of production, 
or the fixing of the price of goods or 
industrial products, the manner of ac­ 
quisition, or the sources of supply of 
goods, the possession of m arks of dis­ 
tinction, the 
motive or 
purpose of 
sale, or the abundance of supplies, 
shall knowingly make false represent­ 
ations tending to mislead, is liable to 
imprisonment up to one year and to a 
j money penalty up to 5,000 m arks or to 
one of these punishments. 
W hen a person is found guilty 
a 
fine of 5,000 marks ($1,190) 
is 
im­ 
posed for the first offense; 
for the 
second offense a fine of $.000 marks, or 
imprisonment up to one year; and for 
, the third offense the guilty party is 
) invariably sent to prison for a term 
not exceeding one year. 
In addition to fine and 
imprison­ 
ment, a person convicted of false ad­ 
vertisement is obliged 
to 
insert 
an 


I vertiseinent in a certain number of 
new simpers stating that he has been 
convicted of unfair competition. 
Usu- 
! ally he is required by the judge to in- 
! sert the advertisement in at least 25 
i papers, and sometimes in as many as 
I 100. 
The judge usually dictates the 
I text of the advertisement and specifies 
: the papers in which it shall 
be 
in- 
! serted.

he applied it to his temporary canvas 
and dashed off some clever “ copy” 
that was easily visible from without. 
This required slight retouching from 
time to time, but there was plenty of 
frost for the background and plenty of 
hot water.

EXPERIENCE GREAT TEACHER 


But There Is No Compulsory Educa­ 
tion Laws for Advertisers, Says 
Printers’ Ink. 


‘•FIRST KNOW YOUR PUBLIC. " 


Essential Fundamental That Govern» 
Every Phase of Successful Adver­ 
tising, Says Expert. 


Ju liu s Schneider 
of 
the 
Chicago 
! Tribune, in a speech at the conven* 
! tlon of 
the 
Associated 
Advertising 
i Clubs of Am erica, recently 
held 
at 
Dallas, treated 
of 
the 
general sub­ 
ject of 
newspaper 
advertising, point­ 
ing out its defects and advantages, 
alluded to the change of national ad- 
! vertlsers to the newspapers, showed 
that soliciting is highly developed, but 
that the retailers are without efficient 
organization in their advertising 
de­ 
partments, and suggested that there 
are “ signs that error is being discov­ 
ered and corrected.” 
He said that “ chief of the 
funda­ 
mentals governing every phase of suc­ 
cessful advertising is to know your 
public,” and developed 
his 
thought 
cleverly and convincingly. 
He then 
took up the practice of the department 
stores, and showed wherein they are 
deficient and their advertising policy 
“ fallen Into a rut.” 
He dealt with several features of or­ 
dinary department 
store advertising 
that seemed to him to be faulty, such 
as the attempt to make advertising 
“ balance” the undue use of superla­ 
tive 
adjectives in price yiaking, the 
overworking of advertising men, “ copy­ 
ing a style that does not 
fit,” 
etc. : 
Then he proceeded to say that these I 
things are trivial m atters when view- I 
ed in the light that they are simply 
the details of Inefficient adm inistrafion 
due to inefficient expenditure for or I 
ganization.” 


” Experience Is 
a 
great teacher,” 
says Prin ters’ Ink, “ but 
there isn't 
any law compelling attendance at her 
school." 
The other day a circular letter came 
to hand— the seventh or eighth of a 
series from a New England city. The 
letter began: “ Before you throw this 
letter Into the waste-basket won't you 
admit that I am rather persistent?” 
W hat else was in the circular the re­ 
cipient knoweth not, because at this 
point, the w riter having made it quite 
clear that he expected his m issive to 
go to the waste-basket, into the waste­ 
basket it went. 
There Is no 
law, 
to 
paraphrase 
Printers’ Ink, compelling the circular- 
izer to attend the school of exper­ 
ience. 
If six or seven letters fail to 
produce results he sends a seventh or 
eighth. 
And doubtless there w ill t*e 
a tenth, and mayhap a twentieth. 
All 
of which is good for the printer, if not 
so profitable for the advertiser. 
If three-quarters of the money that 
is now’ spent for futile circularization 
should be spent for newspaper adver­ 
tising in strong, influential mediums 
the campaign orators this fall would 
all be busy telling the voters just 
how their respective parties were en­ 
titled to the credit for an unprece­ 
dented wave of prosperity.
